The directors arc of opinion that It is advisable to 
sink the shaft at least 200 ft. deeper tefore running 
any cross-drifts. To accomplish this it will bo neces- 
sary to place Btcsm power on tho mine; thej there- 
fore recommend that the funds of the Company be 
first devoted to that purpose and that arrangements 
be made for the purchase of engine and pumps of the 
requisite capacity and to place them on the ground 
with as little delay as possible. 

The improvements made by the Dominion Govern-

The Mainland uuardian of yester- 
day lias some wpll-tiniccl and sensible 
remarks relative to the failure of the 
government to further prorogue the 
local parliament, a portion of which we 
reproduce below, It will be observed 
that the Guardian discusses the point 
with moderation and sketches the dis- 
astrous effects to the country should the 
government call the members together 
for the dispatch of business. The 
matter is certainly too grave to bo 
treated with levity ami the feeble at- 
tempts at wit of the organs is like the 
hollow lau^dsof the bedizened courtesan. 

■ The Gitardian says: 

"Our renders are perhaps aware that a 
parliament is supposed to have continued 
existonco, oxcopt in the caso of dissolu- 
tion by proclamation • of the- Limit, - 
Governor, during tho four years of each 
such parliament, and the House may bo 
called together at any time by proclama- 
tion requiring tho attendance of mem- 
bers for tho "dispatch of businoss." The 
natural conclusion, when no notice is pub- 

' lished, is,'that the parliament is defunct 
and has ceased to exist, * * * Tho 
matter is of such vital importance that wo 
trust it will bo fully and care- 
fully investigated, because, in the event 
of tho executivo persisting in calling tho 
House together in the face of a contra- 
vention of tho law, such as tho omission 
of the customary notice, the proceedings 
of the House would bo null and void, and 
would give riso to ondless complications. 
In fact the Executive Council, supposing 
the absonco of the proclamation to have 
constituted o breach of tho law, has no 
existence, and thoir Acts from the period 
when such proclamation should have ap- 
peared, will have no effect. * * * If 
n general election is . required in conse- 
quence of noglcct on the part of tho gov- 
ernment to publish tho usual proclama- 
tion above-mentionod, measures should 
bo takon at once, in order that tho writs 
may bo issued, as delay will involvo tho 
total cessation of public business at tho 
usual-time for cho session. By issuing 
the writs at once, tho eloctions would all 
bo over before tho customary time for 
calling the members togcthor, and the 
error can in this way bo condonod. But, 
if through obstinacy on tho part of our 
famous attorney-general, the business of 

- the country is brought to a dead- lock, 
'that'celobrated- personage -would render 
himself liable to impeachment. It would 
appoar that tho • attorney-general seeks 
notoriety in-causing as much confusion as 

: poesiblo in public atFairs, with what object 
¥ it' is hard to say. Tho recont deadlock in 
the administration of justice Was caused 

. by his careless incapacity, and although 

• one of thS judges has adepted the viow 
that, in tho absonco of tho rules promised 
• - ; by the Judicature Act, legal business may 
proceed under tho old rules, it is still a 
moot question in somo mind3 whether 
this is really the fact. It will bo , aeon," 
thereforo, that the continuance of the 
attorney-general in offico is likely to bo a 
great misfortnno for tho country, and it 
would bo a real advantage if, by his own

As facts with regard to the failure

• , 'the local House on tho 9lh of August 

last leak out they place the govern- 
ment in a still moro unfavourable 
light before tho country. Tho pro- 
' 'clamation, as we showed on Friday, 
bears date the 9th' August and pur 
ports to have been made by the Lieut. - 
Governor. at Victoria on that date; 
but, as we have already shown, the 
proclamation, if made by the Lieut. - 
Governor at all, must have been made 
at Cowichaii, where his excellency has 
rusticated for the past six weeks. Theor- 
gan remarks that the signature of the 
governor was obtained by tele- 
phone or telegraph; but a "signature" 
obtained by either method would be 
about as valid ns if it had been re- 
ceived through the top of a pine table 
by the agency of spirita It can be 
shown that the signature of the Lieut- 
Governor was obtained at Cowichan on 
the 13th or 11th of August — four or 
fivo days after the expiration of the 
preceding proclamation of prorogation 

• — by a special messenger who was 
hurried off as soon as tho omission of 
the government to extend the pro- 
rogation had been discovered. It was 
returned to "Victoria on Saturday the 
14th ult,, too late to appear in the 
Gazette of that date, but on the fol- 
lowing Saturday (August 21st) it first 
saw tho . light. 'Die position of the 
government is unenviable; for if it 
be admitted that tho omission is not 
fatal to the existence of tho legislature, 
the neglectful conduct of the executive 
can neither be palliated nor excused. 
The affair bears a suspicious as well as 
serious aspect, and it is not to be im- 
agined for a moment that the - Lieut- 

1 1 ' Governor will allow a proclamation 
to which his name is attached to be 
antedated or permit it to be stated on 
the face of an official document thaf 
ho . was at Victoria on. tho 9th of 
August when every one knows he was 
at Cowichan without at least a re-' 
monstrance.

Tho Armies Noarins— Cholera at Pos- 
Xvinx. 

London, August 27.— A letter from 
General Primrose, received at Kila 
Abdulla, gives somo particulars of tho 
sorti&from Candaliar, ,on August 16th. 
Tho British attacked the village of 
Dehkhwajee and' got through it, but 
finding it . strongly occupied and re- 
inforced by contingents from meigh bor- 
ing villages, they had to retire to tho 
fortress. Tho enemy's loss is heavy. 
The British cavalry made two charSepj 
cutting down many of the enemy. 
cholera raging. 
A disputch from Bombay, discussing 
tho news of the dangerous state of 
affairs at Cubul, says : This early but 
stricking proof of the impolicy of the 
hasty withdrawal of our forces from 
Cabul — a step most strongly condemn- 
ed by nearly every military man in 
India — has created geat excietment. 
Cholera, which is raging at Feshawur, 
daily increases in violence. Tho cer- 
tainty of a severe loss among the re- 
tiring troops was one of the reasons 
most strongly urged against the po- 
licy of withdrawal of troops during the 
hottest and most unhealthy period of . 
the year. :/ 

ROBERTS AT KHALAT-I-OHILZAI. 

A dispatch from Quetta says that Gen- 1 
oral Roberts arrived at Khalut-i-Ghilzai 
on the 24th inst. His force consists | 
off about 10,000 fighting men, 5000 
camp- followers and a train of 1500 
camels. Of his troops, 1700 are Eu- 
ropeans.' composed' of 'theJSixtieth Rides 
and tho seventy-second and Ninety- 
socond Highlanders. In addition 
there are three regiments of Sikhs, the 
Second, Fourth and Fifth Ghowkhas, 
the Twenty-third Indian pioneers and 
the Twenty-fourth and Twenty-fifth 
native infantry. The total force of 
infantry is 7200. The cavalry, -under 
command of General Hugh Cough, 
numbers 1G0O men of the Ninth Lan- 
cers, Third Bengal cavalry and a regi- 
ment of tho Central Indian horse. The 
artillerylconsistsi.of ; two. batteries of 
field guns and a mountain battery of 
twelve nine-pounders and six mountain 
guns. The march of 300 miles from 
Cabul was ma.de without opposition. 
At Chalat-i-Ghilzai General Roberts 
found tho Twenty-ninth Bombay native 
infantry, commanded by Crlonel, Tan- 
ner, two companies of the Sixty-sixth 
regiment and a mountain battery. The 
army of Aybob- Khan has retired to 
Seenjivi, eight miles cast of Candahar.

Mr, Morris built 
the Hudson Bay Co.'s wharves and ware- 
houses and the first James Bay bridge 
and was connected with many other local 
improvements.

A writer in. the United Service .Maga- 
zine, discussing Mr. Fleuss' device for 
breathing under water, says : Tha ap- 
paratus having been fastened over the 
nose and mouth of the diver, when ho 
wishes to breathe tho air out of his 
lungs, he docs so in the ordinary way, 
and it goes down the tubes into the 
bottom of tho front filter, It then 
filters through the caustic-charge spongo 
in front, and, passing along an outlet 
in the top, is conducted over the diver's 
shoulder into the other case, through 
which it filters in the same way, and 
then, ascending into thc helmet, mixes 
with the oxygen that has to bo let in 
from its store chamber, and is ready to 
bo breathed again into tho . diver's 
lungs. 

Mr. Fleuss states that if he could 
only rat under water ho could remain 
there for a whole day, as it is, he walk- 
ed for a quarter of a mile under tho 
sea at Hyde, and when at Brighton he 
went down during stormy weather 
into five fathoms of water, and so if so 
much can bo accomplished, we think 
that before long Mr. Day's long-lost 
invention will be re-discovered, and 
then the days of the ironclads will be 
numbered, aa boats which could move 
about under water would easily bo 
made serviceable in torpedo warfare, a 
warfaro, even now, which threatens 
the existence of the huge,, unwieldy 
metal monsters that cost so much 
money, and havo done so little to keep 
up their charaoter, either for strougth 
or utility. 

It appears to us that if caustic soda 
in solution were plentifully suppliod, aB 
well as fresh oxygen, into an air-tight 
chamber, people might breatho as free- 
ly there as in the open air; and should 
this prove to be the case, a submarine 
ship could be speedily constructed hav-

THE UNHAPPY FATHERLAND- 



A CLOOMY PICTURE Of THE FINANCIAL CONDI- 
TION OF* GERMANY UNDER BISMARCK'S 
MANAGEMENT. 

The London Examiner has tho fol- 
lowing in regard to Germany's finan- 
cial troubles : " Tho condition of Ger- 
man finance is ono of the causes of un- 
happy fatherland. The number of 
finance ministers Germany and Prussia 
have had since tho glorious period 
when German unity was consummated 
cannot well be counted on tho fingers 
of ono hand, Prince Bismarck has his 
ideas of finnnco ; but his unfortunnto 
ministers have generally had opinions 
which differed widely from liiH. In 
order to discover additional moans of 
incroasing tho revenue, tho financial 
heads of the various states aro now 
sitting at Coburg. Tt has become evi- 
dent that the protective tariff does not 
supply the requisite amount ; but by 
hook or crook the German revonuo 
must be augmented. That is tho bur- 
den of the song which this conference 
must sing Prince Bismarck proposes 
more indirect taxes, such as a heavier 
malt tax, tobacco monopoly, and addi- 
tional stamp duties. Ho quite admits 
that the direct levies aro already as 
great as they can bo endured ; while 
the injustice in tho incidence of indi- 
rect taxation is loudly complained of 
by writers in the German press and by 
the army of professors. If the military 
competition between France and Ger- 
many continues much longer, it is not 
difficult to foretell where the victory 
will lie."
